— We learn from tho 
Evausrille Journal that Capt. Ilornbrook, of 
the GMh Indiana, arrested Col Jack Thompson 
a few days ago, in the vicinity of Oweasboro. 
Thompson was one of the first to enter the 
rebel rervice, and left Owensboro as Captain 
of the Dixie Guards, either the first or second 
company that was raised in Kentucky for the 
rebel army. He is very outspoken in his 
•treason, and glories in what he h&3 already 
done against the Federal government. It is 
Baid there were a number of secesh ladies 
aboard the boat, the Little Grey Eagle, on 
which he was taken to Henderson, who made 
quite a lion of Thompson. 

A guerilla named Smith was also arrested 
by Capt. Hornbrook's command and taken to 
Henderson on Sunday. 



'We lutrn from the St. Louis News that 
gome parts of Missouri are laboring under the 
blighting influence of a drouth that has pre- 
vailed throughout nearly the whole spring. 
In some counties there has been no ^aiu of 
consequence for more than two months. The 
corn fiist planted is withering or rotting in 
the ground from lack of moisture, and it is 
useless to replant or to finish planting while 
the fields continue in their present parched 
conditition. 

The young tobacco plants are nearly de- 
^stroyed. They cannot be transplanted with- 
out rain, and if the drouth continues a week 
or two longer they will be unfit for use. Al- 
ready the drouth Las materially curtailed the 
prospects lor this crop in Missouri; and there 
is too good reason to fear that wheat, oats, 
s, and corn will be seriously injured.

Defutatiom or Rbbils' Witbs. — General 
Burnside has issued an order explaining th.it 
the intention of that portion of his General 
Orders, relative to the "removal of wives and 
families of persons in arms against the United 
States," being merely to remove from tho De- 
partment those persons who, from their inti- 
mate relations with the enemies of* tho Gov- 
ernment, would be presumed to exerciso an 
active sympathy with the rebellion, and would 
therefore be dangerous as residents, and as ar- 
bitrary arrest*, or notices to remove, might 
occasion suffering and injustice, it is ordered 
Ibat in all such cases the proper officers having 
cognizance of the facts will forward to these 
headquarters a written statement of the cir- 
cumstances before he takes any further action. 
As the experience of tho Department has 
shown that caies exist where the persons to 
whom General Order No. CO refers are, not- 
withstanding their close relationship to the 
enemies of the country, still loyal to tho Gov- 
ernment, and aro willing to testify it by tak- 
ing the oath of allegiance, such persons, when 
jLuere 13 evidence of the honesty of the inten- 
tion of the parties in taking the oath, will cot 
be molested. 



'Port Gibson, the scene of Gen. Grant's 
battle on the lstinst , is the capital of Claiborne 
county, Miss., on Bayou Pierre, twenty-eight 
miles from its mouth, six miles inland from 
Grand Gulf, and fixty-fiva miles southwest 
from Jackson. Willow Springs is a post 
Tillage eight miles northeast of Port Gibson. 
Raymond is near the Vlcksburg and Jackson 
railroad, midway between Black River an 1 
Jackson. J.ickson, the capital of Mississippi, 
is a railroad centre, furnishing facilities for 
the rebels to moss heavy forces, if it is left in 
their possession. 

Prevention of Forged Bank Notss. — A 
new idea to prevent the forgery of bank notes 
has been started, which consists in using a 
single sheet formed of several layers of pulp, 
Buperposed, of different nature bf colors, ac- 
cording to requirements. The check it gives 
to alterations of documents is excellent It 
only requires that the middle layer be colored 
of a deliablc or destructible color. The chem- 
ical ncid employed in obliterating the writing 
will also destroy this color, which cannot 
again be restored while the p?.per surface re- 
mains white. 



8©* Southern service does not seem to be 
as fatal to Northern troops as it wa3 supposed 
the climate would render it. The Indianapo- 
1 Journal says the 21st Indiana, now at New 
Onta^ has been in; the service twenty-two 
months. Of the men who were musterod 
originally into the service, eight hundred now 
remain, while less than twenty are in the hos- 
pital. Sixty have been killed in action, and 
forty died of disease. 

BSy The Evansvillo Journal learns that a 
Lieutenant Colcnel of the rebel army, who 
bas for some time been sojourning among his 
brethren in Sullivan county, Ind., was arrest- 
ed by order of Col. Thompson, Provost Mar- 
shal for the 7th Congressional District, on 
Saturday last. It is supposed that he ha3 
been engaged in drilling the K. G. C.'s in that 
city. 

J6T"The sonp and candle factory of Messrs. 
Slinplc Brother in West Nashville was burned 
on Sunday morning; supposed to be the work 
of an incendiary. 

Tub TrsrnMBiA. — A Grand Gulf 'corres- 
pondent of the Cincinnati Commercial writes 
the following account of this gunboat, which 
■was built at New Albany last winter: 

After a most rigid examination of the char- 
acter of the Tuscumbia's injuries, it has been 
pronounced doubtful whether she can be re- 
paired this side of Mound City or St. Louis. 
Her wheels are so badly "sunk ' that she can- 
not be properly straightened without being 
put upon the dry docks. Capt. Shirk, in his 
report to Admiral Porter, states some facts 
that go to show that her builders did not per- 
-form their part of the contract as well as they 
should have done. The timber U3ed in her 
construction was not tho kind contracted for, 
and, as was the case with the Chilicothe from 
a similar cause, when a ball struck her turret 
the bolts securing her iron plating to what 
should have been the best kind of oak exhibit- 
ed a disposition to jump out of their places. 
Capt. Shirk's report may cause an investiga- 
tion that will not result favorably to the 
builders of the Tuscumbia.

After an engagement at Weber 
Falls, in the Indian country, he had gone to 
a house away from the main force to dress 
the wounds of a rebel soldier, and was shot 
by some skulking rebels. He had held impor- 
tant offices in Kansas, which he had filled 
with honor to himself. His wife and daugh- 
ter at the time of his death were with their 
relatives in Randolph county. One soa is in 
the Kansas army, and the other at the naval 
School in Rhode Island. 



Interesting prom tub South. — A Union 
gentleman who has just made hi3 escape from 
rebeldcm, arrived at Nashville a few days 
since, and among other things says: 

In Cherokee county, Ala., recently, about 
100 deserters from Bragg's army, took refuge 
in a natural fortification on Sand Mountain, 
where they were attacked by a detachment of 
Texas Rangers, sent to arrest them. They re- 
sisted desperately and succeeded in repulsing 
the Rangers with heavy loss. 

About the 1st of this month a fight occurred 
in Fentre33 county, Tenn., four miles from 
Jamestown, between a number of Unionists, 
commanded by Tinker Dave Beaty, and a 
company of rebels, commanded by Captain 
Hutchinson The latter were defeated, with 
a loss of nineteen men killed and wounded. 
Captain Hutchinson was captured. He had 
on a previous cccasion captured three of 
Be aty's men and hung them, declaring they 
were bushwhackers and not entitled to recog- 
nition as prisoners of war. Beaty returned 
the ccmpliment by shooting him. 

About the same time, a squad of rebel horse 
thieves and guerillas, of the Champ Ferguson 
stripe, under the lead of Capt. Evans, who had 
betn robbing Union men in Wayne county, 
Ky., and taking some of them prisoners, were 
attacked by an inferior force at night success- 
fully. This forco consisted of two citizens — 
James Davis and Benjamin Burk— .lames 
Burk, of Wolford's cavalry, and Hudson 
Burk, a discharged soldier. These four men, 
accompanied by a number of citizens, fol- 
lowed the marauders, twenty-eight in num- 
ber, to the house of Jonathan Burk, on 
Rock Creek, where they had put up for 
the night. Having Eecured the sentinel, 
they sent the citizens to tho rear of the 
house, whilst they approached in front. 

On nearing the door, they raised a 
shout of " Wolford, Wolford," and aroused 
the sleeping foe, who, thinking Wolford's 
cavalry was upon them, attempted to make 
their escape. Capt. Evans was killed as he 
carsc to the door, but not until he had fired at 
and wotitded one of the Burks. Some four 
others of the party were killed, tho remainder 
escaped, leaving behind their arms, prisonor3, 
and all their ill-gotten plunder, amongst which 
was $11,000 in greenbacks aud Confederate 
notes. The four men deserve all the credit 
of this feat, for the citizens who were to attack 
in the rear ran off without doing anything.

Brhntwood, Tens., May, 18G3. 

I wish to inform the many friends of the 
6th Kentucky cavalry of its wtiereabonts, con- 
dition, and exploits. We are at present en- 
c.-mped in front of Mr. lladley's residence, near 
Brentwood, Tenn., 10 miles from Nashville. 
Our regiment is in a fine condition, well clad, 
well armed, well disciplined, and well drilled. 
In fact it is invariably acknowledged by many 
intelligent military officers as being one of 
the very best cavalry regiments in the service 
of the United States Army. We have also 
received a letter from Major General Ro3e- 
crans complimenting Col. Watkins in his ef- 
forts of preparing his regiment for the field, as 
also of its conduct and military appearance. 
However, the compliment is nothing more 
than the 6th is entitled to. A better disci- 
plined, better drilled, or braver set of men are 
not in the Federal army. Our military ardor 
and performances cannot truthfully be re- 
proached, while our conduct towards citizens 
has never been complained of. It is true the 
citizens of this neighborhood, except the Owen 
family, are rebels of the deepest dye, never- 
theless they are highly pleased at our de- 
meanor, and in a manner have fallen in love 
with our boys, and especially th» handsomo 
aud charming young ladies who inhabit this 
beautiful valley of Little Harboth. 

I picBume you have ere now heard of our 
dashing exploit of the 2<ih ultimo, six miles 
from Franklin, Tenn., towards Columbia, on 
the Carter's Creek pike, led by the gallant 
Col. Watkins and Major Fidler, on the en- 
campment of the l3t Texas Legion, resulting 
in the capturirg of 134 of their number, in- 
cluding three captains, five lieutenants, and 
one surgeon, also near 150 horses, a great ma- 
ny mules and wagons, and a large quantity 
of cemmissarics, also all of their camp and 
garrison equipage. It was quite amusing to 
witness out butternut friends skedaddling, al- 
most naked, with breeches in one hand and 
boots in the other, and their long, dirty hair 
streaming in the breeze. Some of them had 
no ether article of cloth'mg on their person 
than that dirty garment which on former oc- 
casions was worn under a jacket. 

No wonder that the Gth Kentucky cavalry 
accomplished valorous deeds when led by such 
gallant and intrepid officers as Col. Louis D. 
Watkins and Major Wm. II. Fidler — two 
braver officers the country has not in its ser- 
vice, and under their guidance and auspices 
the 6th is gaining an immortal name. 

The health of the 6th Kentucky cavalry is 
very good, as also that of all the troops in 
General Granger's division. They are all in 
high spirits, anxious for the fray, and sanguine 
of success. So when the impending battle 
will be fought I am certain victory will perch 
itself on our stairy banners.

INDIANA ITEMS. 

Mrs. Shallum Thomas, of Bowling Green, 
Clny County, committed suicide on the Uth, 
by drowning herself in a creek near by. The 
supposed cause is melancholy induced by the 
loss of rtlatives. 

Duncan k Warren, of Loui3vilIe, Ky., put 
up 173 hogsheads of tobacco, nt their ware- 
house in Salisbury, Green county. 

Miss Mary Belle Terhune, of Franklin, 
while standing on the sidewalk last Wednes- 
day, watching Van Amburgh's menagerie, 
then passing through that city, instantly 
dropped dead. 

Thos. S. Truesdnle, of Fayetie county, was 
mysteriously shot while serenading a lady a 
few weeks ago, in Favette county. The crime 
bra been fixed upon Wm. Merrick, of Kayette- 
ville, and he has been committed to jail to an- 
swer to the charge of murder in the first de- 
gree. 

Gen. Rosecrans has accepted the resigna- 
tions of the following officers of Indiana regi- 
ments: 

32d, Chaplain A. Fisher, to date from Oct. 0, 
1862; Captain Louis Kimmell, company, B, for 
disability. 

86th, 1st Lt George nitchens. 

Tbe following officers of the 30th Indiana 
have been dismissed from service by order of 
court-martials: 1st Lieut. John Crogan, com- 
pany A; 1st Lieut. George L. Solpaugh, com- 
pany G. 

Dr. Chas. H. Abbett bas been appointed As- 
sistant Surgeon to the 36th Indiana. 

Assistant Snrgeon R. S. McGee, of the 100th 
regiment, has been, by order of the Secretary 
of War, dismissed the service, "he having 
been a convict in the Illinois State prison on 
the charge of counterfeiting." 

Rev. W. W. Curry, pastor of the First Uni- 
versalis! Church of New Albany, ha3 been 
commissioned Chaplain of the 53d Indiana. 

Special Order No. 211, of the War Depart- 
ment, reads thus: "Major Thomas McGrain of 
tbe 53d Indiana infantry, having tendered bis 
resignation, is hereby dishonorably dismissed 
from the service for conduct unbecoming an 
officer, with condition that he shall receive no 
final payments till he produces evidence to the 
Pay Department that he is not indebted to the 
Government." 

The Opelousas country, the scene of Gen. 
Banks's late successful" operations, lies west 
of tbe Mississippi, to the southward of Port 
Hudson. Franalin, the chief place in the low- 
er part of the country, is 14t miles west of 
New Orleans, in a rich planting section. It 
is a port of entry and a great sugar mart. The 
number of steamboats and gunboats destroyed 
at the placo by the rebels indicates its impor- 
tance in navigation. Opelousas is 217 miles 
northwest of New Orleans, and containB a col- 
lege and about three thousand inhabitants. 
The country which lies between these two 
places has been of great value to the rebels in 
affording supplies of food and salt, and its oc- 
cupation by our forces will be severely felt. 

Insurrection in llayti. — On the Gth May 
there was a commotion at Port au Prince, 
caused by an insurrection headed by General 
Aime lc Gras, who had taken himself to a vil- 
lage called Dessaline, in the department of Ar- 
tibonito. On his way he was joined by some 
partisans in his foolish attempt to overthrow 
the government of Geffard. The good sense 
of the people, however, soon settled the mat- 
ter, for in 4S hours he was arrested, and was 
expected to be brought to Port au Priace. At 
the last advices all was quiet again. 



To the People of the Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict. 

Pillow Citizbns: I was announced in 
March as a candidate for re-election to Con- 
gress. At Falmouth, on the 4th inst., I de- 
clared that my name would not be submitted 
to the convention, which had been proposed 
for the 3d of June at Covington. I have taken 
other steps to make known to the people my 
determination not to be subject to that con- 
vention. I thought it better not to give the 
reasons which actuated me to this course, be- 
fore the day appointed for this convention. I 
am of a different opinion at this time, and 
think that I ought to give some explanation in 
this address. 

After I had myself announced as a candi- 
date, I omitted no opportunity to ascertain the 
feeling of the Union people of tbe District. 
Before the announcement, I had been encour- 
aged by many gentlemen to stand for re-elec- 
tion. Afterward, I became convinced that the 
people of the District with whom I concurred 
in political sentiment were in favor of my re- 
election, and didnotdesire a convention. And 
that there were gentlemen who did not agree 
with me, desiring a convention for the purpose 
of bringing forward a candidate to represent 
their views. I have not presumed to question 
their right to be truly represented in their can- 
didate. I knew that there were gentlemen 
prominent among them for the candidacy with 
whom I could not consistently enter into an 
adjustment. I thought the gentlemen moving 
for a convention condemned me in a political 
sense, and that I had no right to interfere with 
them in the business of getting a candidate, 
except so far as I might be able to prevent 
citizens differing from them and concurring 
with me from taking part in their movement. 
I have tbe perfect right to compete with their 
candidate at the election, but none to make 
suggestions as to tho mode in which they 
should bring him forward for the race. 
_ I believe that the movement for a conven- 
tion is made by those who condemn my gen- 
eral course as a Representative in the last 
Congress, and desire in the next a Represen- 
tative of a different political complexion. 'I 
do not complain of their motive aad desire, 
but I differ with them, and claim for my po- 
litical friends tho same tigbt which I recog- 
nize in them, and would not take from them. 

A large number of the gentlemen, and I 
think the most of them, who desire a conven- 
tion candidate, were delegates to the State 
Convention at Louisville. But all of the del- 
egates from ibis District to that convention 
are not, in the present movement, lor a con- 
vention in the District. Tho District delega- 
tion at Louisville appointed a member of the 
committee which reported the platform of the 
State Convention. After the platform was 
reported nnd adopted, the committee-man for 
this District asked to have, and did have, en- 
tered upon the record the following dissent: 

"I am compelled to dissent from the major- 
ity in reference to the first resolution reported; 
but as to all the others I most heartily concur. 

M. M. BENTON." 

Thus it may be seen that the Sixth District, 
through its Representative on the Committee, 
is made to antagonize the first resolution 
adopted by tho State Convention, and one of 
the gentlemen who made the call for the Cov- 
ington Convention afserta that Mr. Benton was 
instructed by the District, as represented at 
Louisville, to make the dissent. Here is the 
resolution from which the dissent was made: 

"Resolved, That this Convention approve 
and endorse the principles embodied in the 
joint resolutions upon Federal nXtirs, adopted 
by the General Assembly of this Common- 
wealth at the late session, "hereby affirming the 
Same." 

Some delegates from this district did not 1 
participate in the dissent made by Mr. Benton; 
some did not know of it. I am net able to 
give tbe number of those who instructed him 
to "dissent from the mnjority" of the commit- 
tee "in reference to the first resolution report- 
ed." But I believe that those who gave Mr. 
Benton the instruction arc getting up the Cov- 
ington Convention, and those who did not 
concur in the "dissent" are not favoring the 
convention. Right here in this connection, 
tbe people may like to see the full meaning of 
the resolution from which some of the gentle- 
men, claiming to speak for them at Louis- 
ville, dissented. In order to show the princi- 
ples of the State Convention, which did not 
nave the approval of Mr. Benton and of those 
who ins'ructed him, I will here give the "joint 
resolutions" of the General Assembly which 
are endorsed by the first resolution of the con- 
vention: 

1. Resohed, That our institutions arc as- 
Eailed by an armed rebellion on one side, 
which can only be met by tho sword; and on 
the other by unconstitutional acts of Congress, 
and startling usurpations of power by the Ex- 
ecutive, which we have seen by experiment 
can be corrected by the ballot-box. Policy, 
as well as principle, requires that Kentucky 
shall await the process of reform which is slow 
but sure, and refrain from all uulawful and 
unconstitutional acts which have already 
brought terrible calamities upon the country; 
while we invoke the aid of all patriotic men 
to avert tho evils 'hat threaton our free insti- 
tutions. ' 

2. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
declares, as before it has oftentimes dec nrcl, 
that the State of Kentucky hath .ever been, 
and is, loyal to the Government of the United 
States of America, and is determined to main- 
tain that loyalty against both domestic and 
foreifn foes. 

3. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
recognizes a manifest difference between 
any administration of the Government and 
tbe Government itself — the one is transitory, 
limited in duration only to that period of time 
for which the officers elected by the people are 
charged with the conduct of the same; the 
other is permanent, intended by its founders 
to endure forever. 

4. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
now, in the exercise of its right to differ iu 
opinion with tho National Executive, enters 
its solemn protest agninat the proclamation of 
the President of the United States, dated 1st 
of January, 1663, by which he assumes to 
emancipate all slaves within certain States, 
holding the same to be unwise, unconstitu- 
tional, and void. 

5. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
declares that the power which has recently 
been assumed by the President of the United 
States, whereby, under the guiso of military 
necessity, he has proclaimed and extended 
martial law over the States where war did 
cot exist, and has suspended tbe writ of habeas 
errpvs, is unwarranted by the Constitution, 
and its tendency is to subordinate civil to 
military authority, and to subvert constitu- 
tional and free government. 

6. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
declines to accept the President's proposition 
for emancipation, as contained in his procla- 
mation of the llith May, 18G2. 

7. Resolved, That this General Assembly 
deems~ it proper further to declare that it, to- 
gether with all the loyal people of the State, 
would bail with pleasure and delight any 
manifestation of a desire on the part of the 
seceded States to return to their allegiance 
to the Government of the Union, and would, 
in such event, cordially and earnestly co- 
operate with them in the restoration of peace, 
and the procurement of such guarantees as 
would give security to all their interests and 
rights. 

8. Resolved, That Kentucky will adhere to 
the Constitution and the Union, as the best, it 
may be the last, hope of popular freedom; and 
for all wrongs which may have been commit- 
ted, or evils which may exist, will seek re- 
dress under tbe Constitution and within the 
Union, by the peaceful but powerful and irre- 
sistible agencies of the suffrages of a free peo- 
ple. 

0. Jlesolved, That this General Assembly 
hails, with pleasurable hope, the recent mani- 
festations of conservative sentiment among 
the people of the non-slaveholding States, in 
their late elections, and regard the same as an 
earnest of a good purpose on [their part to co- 
operate with all other loyal citizens — give se- 
curity to the rights of every section, and main- 
tain the Union and the Constitution as they 
were ordained by the foundersof the Republic. 

10. Resolved, That, in the judgment of this 
General Assembly, a convention should be 
called for the purpose of proposing such amend- 
ments to the National Constitution as experi- 
ence has proved to be necessary to maintain 
that instrument in the spirit and meaning of 
its founders; and to that end we reaffirm and 
adopt the resolutions recommending a call for 
a convention of the United States, approved 
January 25, 1861. 

11. Resolved, That the laws of this State 
must lie maintained and enforced, and that it 
is the duty of the constituted authorities of 
the State to see to it, that by all constitu- 
tional means this indispensable end shall be 
attained. 

12. Resolved, That the Governor be request- 
ed to forward a copy of these resolutions to 
the President of the United States, and to the 
Governor of each State, with a request that 
he lay the same before the Legislature of his 
State, and to each of our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. Our Senators are in- 
structed, and our Representatives requested, 
to use their best efforts to accomplish the ob- 
jects of these resolutions. 

These resolutions of the General Assembly 
are an approval and vindication of my gen- 
eral course as a Representative in the last 
Congress, and indicate my course in the next, 
should I be re-elected. Sonfs do not endorse 
these resolutions.. They have the right to re- 
ject them, and, if "hey see fit, to have a candi- 
date who dissents from them. At a meeting 
in Covington on the 28th of March, at which 
Mr. Benton presided, to ratify theproceedings 
of the State Convention, the candidates were 
endorsed, but nothing was said about the 
platform. At a similar meeting in Newport a 
week later, in which I understand Mr. Haw- 
I kina took part, tho same dissent from the 



platform was made which Mr. Benton had 
made at Louisville. 

There may not be much in an expressed 
platform. Or rather, it may be, as some 
think, well enough to have no platform. When 
there is one, there may be great significance 
in something obviously omitted, but a protest 
against something expressed in a platform is 
very significant. I have reason for saying 
that the distasteful resolutions in tho Legisla- 
tive eeries are the 1st, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 
9th and 10th. Some engaged in calling the 
Ccvington Convention will hesitate to sup- 
port the State ticket if they hear the candi- 
dates advocate these resolutions. A member 
of that committee does not hesitate to dac'are 
that he believes Mr. Lincoln's emancipation 
proclamation is both constitutional and expe- 
dient, and to deplore the successes of the 
Democrats at the North in the elections of last 
October and November. 

Every gentleman who approves these reso- 
lutions of the Legislature, prefers the success 
of the conservative or Democratic ; arty at the 
North, and, as a general thing, the friends of 
these resolutions will support the Democratic 
candidate for tbe Presidency in 1864. 

I have heard it suggested that these 
gentlemen would back down from their 
position and piinciples. When their con- 
vention meets, they may adopt the plat- 
form of the Union party in the state 
without qualification or dis'ent. This is not 
probable; nor could such a course change 
thei.' principles. If they were to surrender 
their principles, why should they desire to 
overthrow me? They have no personal hos- 
tility. If there be, there is certainly no recip- 
rocation. I have always felt kindly toward 
them, and have no feeling of hostility except 
to what I suppose is their political bias. 

I desire the people to sec the platform of the 
Union party of Kentucky in full. For that 
purpose I will subjoin the resolutions of the 
Convention, which, taken with the resolutions 
of the General Assembly, already in:erted in 
this paper, constitute tbe whole platform, and 
I stand upon it. 

I have no doubt, my countrymen, you will 
have discovered the reasons for my declining 
to interfere with these gentlemen in the matter 
of their Convention. I will give their nomi- 
nee a race. I do not mean to assert any spe- 
cial hostility to Conventions. A Convention 
may represent the party to which its members 
claim to belong. It may be a flair exponent of 
tbe Administration or Republican party, and 
it ought bonestlv to reflect the views of its 
party. None but those who participate in it 
at some stage have any right to complain of 
its action. Those who do not participate are 
not bound by it. As to ihe Convention pro- 
posed to be held at Covington on 3d of June, 
1863, I have declared, and do declare, that I 
will not be bound by its action. 

I will say in conclusion, that I am steadfast- 
ly opposed to a separation of the States. I am 
for no peace, nor suspension of hostilitie3,ba=ed 
upon the idea of separation. The laws of the 
Lnitcd States must be executed throughout 
the whole country. I am for the preservation 
of the Government of the United States at 
whatever cost, and against all who may stand 
in the way — Southern rebels and Northern 
ubolitionists. "The Constitution and the Un- 
ion must, and shall be, preserved."

RISOIXTIONS OF TDB CONVENTION. 

L Resolved, That this convention approve 
and indorse the principles embodied in tbe 
joint resolutions upon Federal affairs, adopted 
by the General Assembly of this Common- 
wealth at its last session, hereby affirming the 
same. 

2. Resolved, That the present causeless and 
wicked rebellion should be crushed by tho 
whole power of the Federal Government, and 
tbe national authority restored over all the 
revolted States. And we are in favor devoting 
our whole resources, if necessary, to tho ac- 
complishment of that object. 

3. Resolved, That we aro opposed to the 
intervention or mediation of any foreign pow- 
er in our present troubles, preferring to settle 
our own difficulties in our own way, and all 
prepositions to that effect which may be made 
by any foreign State or nation ought to be re- 
prectfully and unequivocally declined by our 
Government. 

4. Resolved, That the people of Kentucky 
have suffered insult and injury at the hands of 
the so-called Southern^Confederacy, and are 
stimulated by every motive of interest and 
honor to oppose and overthrow it. This Con- 
federacy bas sought and now secki to break 
up the Union, forever dear and necessary to 
them, and when by their often repeated decis- 
ions they refused to join in the work of t; ea- 
Bon, inlamy, and ruin, it trampled down thoir 
State Constitution, put np a weak ami usurp- 
ing Governor over them, and placed pretended 
Senators and Cjncressmen in its conclave at 
Richmond, assuming to speak their voice; it 
invaded their State with arms and sought to 
conquer and carry them away from a Union 
they revered to one they detested; it ravaged 
by 'bands of marauders, not soldwr*, their 
fields, time and afrain, robbed them of their 
public levennes and private properly, de- 
stroyed their public records, burucd their 
towns- nnd houses, carried away their 
non-combatant citizens into long and 
loathsome imprisonment, where many still 
lancuisb, murdered many of them, some- 
times in their own houses and in the presence 
of their families, and sometimes by cruel and 
infamous deaths, extending these atrocities 
even to women and children, thus setting at 
defiance all the laws of civilized warfare; and 
these efforts have continued and increased 
with the increasing aversion of the people of 
Kentucky to all its wicked designs, and now 
threaten to break with fresh force upon that 
State and people; that therefore the people of 
Kentucky can never ceu.se their efforts for 
their own protection, ihe condign punishment 
of the authors of these wrongs, and the com- 
plete overthrow of the rebel Confederacy: 
and all citizens of Kentucky (if any there be) 
who refuse to support their State and fellow- 
citizens against such unprovoked wrongs and 
cruelties, or profess to sympathize with such 
eci mies, are false to their allegiunce to 
friends, neighbors, State, and nation; that 
nevertheless of one thing the people of the 
revolted and the loyal States and ot the world 
may rest assured, Kentucky "will submit to 
such a despotism when she has no power to 
resist it." 

5. Resolved, That it is the duty of the Fed- 
eral and State Governments to take timely 
and energetic steps for the defence of the soil 
of Kentucky against invasion, the people from 
fuither plunder and ruin; and we earnestly 
invoke their attention to tho subject, at the 
f ame time calling upon all the citizens of the 
State to second every effort in this behalf. 

6. Resolved, That our thanks arc due and 
are hereby tendered to our gallant soldiers in 
the field (or the brave and devoted manner in 
which they have hitherto upheld the ancient 
.renown of Kentucky, and bid them "God 
speed" in the noble work of defending the 
honor of our flag, and preserving the Consti- 
tution and Union, assuring them of our cor- 
dial, united, and unfaltering support, and the 
praises of a grateful country. That we feel 
aleo the profoundest veneration for the memo- 
ry of the brave Kentuckians who have fallen 
in the great struggle for tbe Union, and the 
deepest sympathy for their surviving relations, 
whose just claims upon the country are hereby 
gratefully recognized.

Being desirous of supplying my family with 
the latest news through some truly loyal and 
Union paper, I feel confident that I have se- 
cured to them that object through your Jour- 
nal. 

When will this life-destroyinj; curse, that 
now afflicts our once united, happy, and pros- 
perous country, cease? When will the weari- 
ed ond wayworn soldier be permitted to re- 
turn heme to family and friends — be free, and 
feel that be is once more a man, having tbe 
control of his own actions?

A fast steamer, recently captured while at- 
tempting to run the blockade, has been refit- 
ted at Philadelphia for our navy. After her 
condemnation in the prize court the navy de- 
partment purchased her, and has had her con- 
verted into a first-class gunboat She mad*, 
untie i steam alone, before her capture, sixteen 
miles an hour, and hopes are entertained in 
ihe na\y department that she will soon be 
sent after the Alabama, 

In a little private conversation after the 
morning meal, between Ciesarand Brutus, the 
lalter asked the former how many flapjacks 
he bad eaten for breakfast. The imperial Cie- 
sardrew hi3 robe around him aud replied with 
dignity, "El tu, brute!'' 

It is asserted by persons who are esnecially 
conver.-ant with diplomatic matters that there 
is a rt matkahly good feeling between Mr. Se- 
ward and the BrilLh and French ministers. 

It is calculated that, since the beginning of 
tho siege of Puebla, the Mexicans have fired 
15,000 cannon and 1,000,000 rifle shots, killing 
41 French soldiers only, nnd wounding 161. 

Chancellorsville is not a village but a fine 
and elegant residence, owned by two brothers 
Demed Chancellor, one of them a clergyman. 

The Richmond hustings court is yet fining 
and imprisoning women engaged in the mem- 
orable bread riot in that city. 

A correspondent of the Eataw Whig, a 
member of the 43d rebel Alabama regiment, 
writing from Strawberry Plains, says that the 
country in the vicinity of Cumberland Gap is 
full of "bushwhackers" — that is, men who 
ars loyal to the Government-and the flag. He 
adds that even the boys are in arms for the 
Union, and says that parlies of "these nice 
little boj's" are captured almost daily by the 
rebel soldiery. 

The children of the late Senator Douglas 
relinquished their Memphis estate long ago by 
choosiDg to espouse the cause of their coun- 
try. One of the boys is upon Gen. Barnsido's 
stuff. 

The Jesuits, who were for so long a period 
in obscurity in France, unrecognized at the 
French court, and fearful in any way of 
making themselves publicly conspicuous in 
Paris, appear to have emerged from their re- 
tirement, and openly ehow signs of wealthy 
resources in the erection of new and magnifi- 
cent buildings. 

Owing to the mildness of the past winter 
very little ice has been obtained in France. 
Tbe principal cafes of Paris and Lyons have 
consequently sent considerable orders to Nor- 
way. Lausanne, Geneva, and Aix-les-Bains 
have procured a supply from the nearest 
glaciers. 

The Roman jailer Sani, who has long been 
the custodian of the political prisonersarreste 1 
by the Papal authorities, recently ran away 
from his duty after robbing the archives of the 
prison of important pjpers relating to the plans 
of the Lilierals. llcreleased two sons of a 
Roman physician, who bad been imprisoned 
on suspicion, and who accompnied him ia his 
flight. 

On the 1st of June the excise law, as re- 
gards stamps, goes into full operation. All in- 
struments requiring stamps are declared null 
and void if not stamped according to law. 

Major R. S. Smith, of the United States 
army, a graduate of West Point has been 
elected to the presidency of Girard College, 
Philadelphia, made vacant by the resignation 
•of Prof. Allen. 

In the prize court at Philadelphia the 
schooner General Taylor, captured in Chesa- 
peake bay, with a valuable and miscellaneous 
cargo, was condemned on Wednesday. 

The Navy Department has received infor- 
mation that the steamship Cherokee wa3 cap- 
tured off Charleston while endeavoring to run 
the blockade. 

Rev. C. M. Klink, formerly pastor of the 
Lutheran Church at Middletown, Md., died 
near Townsend, Ohio, on the 5th inst. 

Horsemen complain of the growing scarcity 
of horse flesh by tho continual drain on the 
market by tbe Government. 

Three English vessels of war are now lying 
in Hampton Roads, about one mile from the 
fort 

Vessels from European ports continue to re- 
port immense quantities of field ice on the 
coast. 

Joseph Remington has been appointed Uni- 
ted States Marshal for Florida. 

The New York Post has received tbe infor- 
mation that the aggregate of the public debt 
on the 8th inst. was, in round numbers, nine 
hundred and eighty-four millions ef dollars, 
of which legal tender notes, including the 
fractional currency, amount to about four 
hundred millions. 

The Navy Department has received infor- 
mation that the schooner Amelia was captured 
on tbe 9th inst, while attempting to run the 
blockade off Charleston. 

Information has reached here that Moacby's 
gang were se>n on Wednesday and the day 
before on the mountains of Loudon, near 
Lovettsville.

The steamer Europa, for Liverpool, sailed 
from Boston on Wednesday with but $15,167 
in specie. 

Rev. George F. Seymour, of Hudson, New 
York, has bs«n elected assistaat minister of 
St Stevtns'j Church, Philadelphia. 
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At a recent meeting of the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society, London, M. du Chaillu, who was 
introduced by the President, stated that he 
was about to found a settlement on one of tho 
rivers in Western Africa, leave one or two 
white men there, ana then go into the interior 
to explore it. He hoped to be able to reach 
one thonsand miles inland. Ho will be pro- 
vided with instruments to determine points of 
latitude and longitude more accurately than 
belore. 

The Liverpool Po3t of the 23th ultimo an- 
nounces that Miss Louisa Pyne has been un- 
able for some nights to fplfil her engagements 
at the Theatre Royal, owing to a catarrhal 
affection. 

The English papcre say that Mr. Adams, the 
United States Minister, and Mr. Mason, the 
Confederate commissioner, were in the diplo- 
matic gallery during tbe recent debate on the 
American question in the House of Commons. 

Richard Tinker, the Warden of tho State 
prison nt Thomaston, Me., was mnrdered on 
Thursday last by a convict named Coolier, 
who has long been known as a desperate char- 
acter. 

The 1 Gth New York Volunteers reached Al- 
bany on Thursday, where they were warmly 
welcomed by Gov. Seymour and the citizens, 
and were mustered out of service. 

Abont $800,000 has been recovered from the 
wreck of the Golden Gate, on which salvage 
as high as 35 and 40 per cent, is charged. 

The President has appointed Hon. Joseph 
Remington, of Florida, United States Marshal 
for ibat State. 

The ivory inlaid chairs, captured by War- 
ren Hastings from the palace of an Indian 
Prince, were recently sold at auction in Eng- 
land for $2,C50. 

The Russians, under command of the Grand 
Duke Michael, were recently routed by three 
thousand Circassians, the Grand Duke nar- 
rowlj escaping capture, and flying with hi3 
followers in great disorder. 

Fred. Cook, Assistant Treasurer of the Over- 
wad Mail Company, was killed in Sacramento, 
OaL, on the 28th alt, by being thrown from 
his carriage. 

Henry Clay Dean, a prominent citizen of 
Iowa, was arrested at Keokuk, last Friday ' 
night, by a company of one hundred soldiers, ! 
who made the arrest without orders. After ' 
debating sometime what to do with him, they 
finally settled the matter by delivering him up 
to fhe Provost Marshal, in whose hands he re- 
mained at the latest accounts. 

A despatch received by the War Department 
says the prisoners arriving at Fortress Monroe 
from Richmond think the whole number taken 
by the rebels, in the rec ent battles, will not ex- 
ceed 4,500. 

When a part of Stoneraan's forces reached 
the Rappahannock, they had to swim the riv- 
er; and the cannon were dragged across by 

stcimming horses! * 

The Olathe (Kansas) Mirror says thatduring 
tbe past year every town in the county has 
been sacked and one burnod; that sixty of its 
citizens have been killed by rebel bandits; 
that $100,000 worth of property has baen de- 
stroyed or carried away, and that a reign of 
terror has prevailed in nearly all parts of the 
county during that period. 

The strong-minded women have had their 
convention in New York. Lucy Stone pre- \ 
sided — Susan Anthony drew up the resolu- 
tions — and Mrs. Hoyt, Rev. Antoinette Black- 
well, Mrs. Ernestine Rose, and others formed 
the crinoline battery of speech-makers. One 
of tbe sisterhood thanked God that tbe Union 
was destroyed, and others quarrelled about 
spring bonnets, woman's rights, Abraham ; 
Lint oln, Sewnrd, and slavery. Letters were 
received from Mrs. Bloomer, Mrs. Adams, and 
others, and the jargon was in full flow for 
two days. 

The imports of foreign produce and mer- 
chandise at New York during the month of 
April were upwards of four million dollars in 
excess of the corresponding figures for last 
year.

delicate and responsible duties of the position, 
and his management, during the brief period 
he has been in office, has vindicated tho wis- 
dom of tbe Board. 

There is no Bickness of any kind in the 
Institution, and every care is taken to con- 
tinue the unusual good health which has 
prevailed. 

This Institution, which should receive the 
support and encouragement of the enlightened 
public, is now in a mosS prosperous condition, 
and the qualifications of those having it in 
charge, coupled with the earnest devotion 
which they bring to bear in the discharge of 
their respective duties, give tbe most satisfac- 
tory assurance that it will not only realije all 
the good which iis enlightened founders an- 
ticipated, butsooa take rank with older Insti- 
tutions of other States.

• Whilst rejoicing at Gen. Grant's suc- 
cess in the capture of Jackson, we cannot 
but feel great anxiety and some apprehension 
on his account. It appears that the rebel mili- 
tary authorities.fully aware of the immense im- 
portance of the position ho wrested from them, 
were, at the last dates, concentrating their 
whole available force, their army at Vicks- 
burg, large portions of their forces in Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, and Ala- 
bama, and probably several divisions of their 
great host in Tennessee, to retake it. The 
rebel troops, driven out of Jackson, were re- 
ceiving heavy reinforcements from all direc- 
tions every day, and Vicksburg was reported 
as having been evacuated to increase the rebel 
myriads. 

Unfortunately there was no source from 
■which Grant could draw reinforcements. 
There was nothing for him to do but to 
strengthen his position as much as possible by 
hasty fortifications and await the shock. If 
he has sustained himself, as we trust he has, 
the loyal heart of the nation will rejoice with 
joy unspeakable. 

toS^-When the other day we cited the ad- 
dress of the Democratic members of the Le- 
gislature of New York, in proof of the essen- 
tial identity of the position ot the Northern 
Democracy with that of the Union party of 
Kentucky, we were not aware of what is in 
this relation the most significant feature of 
the address;, namely, the express adoption of 
the platform of the Union party of Kentucky. 
Yet such is the fact. "The Albany Argus of 
yesterday, 7 ' says the New York World of 
Thursday last, "republishes the Democratic 
legislative address, and subjoins to it the res- 
lutions adopted by the Democratic members at 
the same time with the address, but which, by 
some oversight, have not before been published. 
Tke omission was not, however, very strong- 
ly felt, inasmuch as the resolutions are identi- 
cal with those adopted by the Legislature of 
Kentucky, and reaffirmed by the Democratic 
members of the Legislature of Pennsylvania." 
We republish in the Journal of this morning 
the resolutions a3 appended to the New York 
Address. It will be seen, that, mutatis mutan- 
dis, they are indeed all but a literal copy of 
the resolutions adopted by our General Assem- 
bly. 

Thus, as it appears, the platform of the Union 
party of Kentucky has been adopted expressly 
by the Democratic members of the Legisla- 
ture of Pennsylvania, which in the confusion 
of the time had escaped our attention, and 
also by the Democratic members of the Leg- 
islature of New York. This fact puts beyond 
the*reach of cavil a question that before was 
undisputed and indisputable. There is in 
Kentucky but one party which is in harmony 
•jvith the Democracy of the North; and that 
party is the Union party. Nay, not merely is 
\he Union party of Kentucky in harmony 
t^ith the Democracy of tho North, but the 
Democracy of the North, with a wise and gen- 
erous regard to the political as well as geo- 
graphical centrality ot our position, expressly 
actepts as its own the platform of the Union 
party of Kentucky. The Democracy of the 
North rallies under the banner unfurled by 
the Union party of Kentucky. The signifi- 
cance of this fact defies misconception. And 
certainly the significance is most cheering to 
the nation. 



TnE Question of Endurance.— The follow- 
ing paragraph 13 from an editorial article in 
the Raleigh (N. C.) Progress of the 13th inst., 
a rebel paper of high position and much in- 
fluence: 

The great number of the enemy's force3 
and the multitude ot their shipping make it 
easy for them to carry on simultaneously all 
these operations, and they do not care for delay, 
for it is our people who are suffering, not theirs. 
The longer this style of warfare lasts the 
greater will be the mass of plunder carried 
north, the more of our mill3, machine shops, 
and railroads they will have destroyed, the 
more of our national resources they will have 
ruined and wasted, and the better chance they 
•u'ill have for an irresistible advance at last. 
They are in 110 hurry. Last year indeed there 
was urgent haste to get the rebellion crushed 
in thirty days or in ninety. Now we hear 
much less of that vehement urgency; and the 
whole Yankee nation seems to have laid out 
its accounts for war as the settled business of 
life, rather than consent to peace and separa- 
tion. They are perfectly willing to tight 
upon the present system for twenty years 
or forty. They are willing during all 
that time to go on submitting to such de- 
feats as they havo sustained at Fredericks- 
burg and on the Rappahannock, because by 
Ihese defeats they lose not a foot of ground — 
they lose nothing but men, and men are of 
less value to them than to us. One thousand 
gallant Southern lives lost to us are ill bal- 
anced by the killing of five thousand of their 
base hirelings. Jackson alone is a dearer I033 
to us than Hooker and his whole one hundred 
and fifty thousand would be to them, and they 
speculate that it may be Lee's turn next, or 
LoDgstrcet's, and that at any rate they are 
killing us slowly off, and they are, in the 
meantime, stealing much and ruining more, 
and] their women and children are safe at 
home, many of them dressed better than ever 
before in the spoils of our homes, while Con- 
federate women and children are routed out of 
bouse and home and chased like wild beasts, 
In short, if we can endure this war for the ntxt 
half century they can, and they will wish 
ns joy of our victories and our glory. We 
urge nothing, suggest nothing, hint nothing- 
only state the facts. Such is the policy ol the 
enemy— such is his calculations— such is his 
interest and intent. 

Taking no account of the writer's bitterness, 
we fully agree with him as to the Federal 
power of endurance in this war. It is of 
course extremely desirable to the people and 
the Government of the United States to put 
an end to the rebellion as soon as possible, but, 
be the time long or short, they can and will 
fight on till the work shall be accomplished. 
If five years are found necessary, they will 
light five years; ii ten, ten; if twenty, twenty. 
Time is important, but final success is im- 
mensely more so. 

The North Carolina Editor is certainly cor- 
rect in his conclusion, that, if the present 
style of warfare continue much longer, the 
Federal armies will be sure to make an irre- 
sistible and overwhelming advance at last. 
Every month and every week, the Federal 
Strength is rapidly becoming greater and 
greater in proportion to that of the rebel 
power of resistance. The whole war is upon 
Southern soil, and, whilst distress and ruin and 
desolation reign throughout the South, quiet 



and er.se and abundance prevail in the loyal 
States. The Southern ports are blockaded, 
the Southern railroads are about worn out, 
Southern labor, white and black, is almost 
utterly broken up, Southern regions are rav- 
aged by the progress of loyal and disloyal 
armies as by the coneumings of fire, Southern 
money has become a fiction. Southern necessa- 
ries of life arc held at prices without parallel in 
the history of either civilization or barbarism, 
and Southern resources in men to supply the 
immense army-losses by battle and pestilence 
and fatigue and want have been wholly ex- 
hausted by rigorous and all-embracing con- 
scriptions, while, in the loyal States, com- 
merce is as free as the breeze, labor receives its 
rich reward, no hostile force sets its blighting 
foot upon the fields, the currency is sound and 
plentiful, all the means of living in comfort 
are within the means of the whole populatisn, 
and there are probably two millions of men 
who can be added to the armie3 at the discre- 
tion of the Federal Government. The extra- 
ordinary contrast shows the blauk hopeless- 
ness of the rebellion. 

The United States can keep up this struggle 
throughout the remainder of the century and 
greet the year 1900 with a voice of cheer. And 
the struggle must be kept up till the mighty 
object is accomplished, be the cost in blood 
and coin what it may. There is to the loyal 
States no choice but between their own politi- 
cal annihilation and tho restoration of the 
Union. The struggle for the Union is to them 
a struggle for existence. Even the Southern 
organs admit, and not only admit but boast, 
that a permanent separation between the 
Southern States and the Northern States would 
be followed at once by the breaking up of 
the latter into half a dozen petty Power3 
bound together by no common nationality, 
none of them acknowledging the treaty obli- 
gations of the country or holding themselves 
responsible for any portion of the public debt, 
and all of them establishing their own tariffs 
and keeping themselves in constant readine33 
for the perpetual wars that would be inevita- 
ble. No human being, whose brain is not 
"jangled and out of tune," can suppose that 
the loyal States will bow to such a horrible 
destiny so long as they have the power to re- 
sist it, and, as all know that they can resist it 
for an indefinite period, the rebels may make 
up their minds to the darkest and the wont, 
unless, in mercy to themselves, their wives, 
and their children, they shall lay down their 
arms and give their assent to the re-establish- 
ment of a government, which, for nearly a 
century, has been the glory of the world. 

The North Carolina Editor concludes his 
gloomy statement with saying, "we urge 
nothing, suggest nothing, hint nothing — only 
state the facts." And he may well say this, 
for, short of the restoration of the Union, there 
can be nothing for him to urge or suggest or 
hint. He cannot expect or desire that the 
rebel States assume the offensive and under- 
take to invade the loyal States, for he knows, 
that, if they were to attempt this, their invad- 
ing force3 would bo scattered like the foam of 
the sea. 



We have to thank the New York 
Journal of Commerce, which has always ap- 
preciated the difficulties that have environed 
the Union men of our State, and sympathized 
in all our struggles against treason at home 
and defamation abroad, for the following re- 
newed assurance of the generous and candid 
manner in which it espouses our cause and 
defends our statesmen from calumny: 

Kentucky. — The loyal men of Kentucky, a 
noble race who have been tried in the fur- 
nace, will send back to Congress many, if not 
all of the men who represented them at Wash- 
ington lost winter, and who were distinguishe 1 
as collectively the most able delegation from 
any State in the Union. John J. Crittenden, the 
gilt to us of an age of great men,will come back, 
not, as a New York radical paper expressed 
it, to renew "the snivel and slaver over the 
Union," but to do battle earnestly and faith- 
fully for the principles of Union he learned 
from his illustrious predecessors, and which 
ho has done so much to defend in our day. 
No men have been more abused by the radi- 
cal party than those patriotic Uuion men 
of Kentucky. It has at times been only 
too manifest that the disunionists of the North, 
the abolition clique, desired to force Kentucky 
into alliance with the enemy, in order that 
she might be included with the Southern SUtes 
in a l lave holding confederacy. Guided by the 
docttine, "no union with slaveholders, " these 
enemies of their country among us in the 
Nejrihern States would have recklessly and 
criminally classed such men as Crittenden 
with the Southern rebels, and would gladly 
have seen him go over to their ranks. But 
they failed to appreciate the true patriotism of 
Kentucky aud the Kentuckians. They are 
faithful beyond all the feeble conceptions of 
the abolitionist. They never devised disunion 
plans in the interest of either anti-slavery or 
slavery. They have always been for tho 
Union, and they deserve, as they receive, hon- 
or and respect from all good citizens and true 
Americans. 

The radical papers, in spit* of themselves, 
see somewhat into the character of these Ken- 
tucky Union men now, and begin to advoca.c 
their election in preference to their opponents. 

We look to Kentucky with profound inter- 
est and affection. That old State has done 
nobly in the war, has been nobly represented 
in Congress, and will yet stand foremost 
among the Union States. 

If Kentucky ever disappoints the expecta- 
tions of such confiding friends, or forgets what 
is due to her historic renown so brightly re- 
flected on every page of the career of Henry 
CI* y, she must first have her public archives 
destroyed, her state seal broken, her sons 
proDe in the dust beneath the feet of an inso- 
lent despotism, and the memories of all the 
past obliterated. If ever she goes into a South- 
em Confederacy, it will be as a crippled, life- 
less, worthless, abject, craven imbecile, that 
has lost all recollection of the glorious past, 
and ceased to entertain any aspirations for a 
more glorious future to our united country. 
She may be subjugated and dishonored, but 
never willingly will she consent to the degra- 
dation of aiding in the demolition of the glo- 
rious government which our fathers carved out 
with their swords, or the destruction of the 
Constitution which, aided by the re- 
flected lights of heavenly wisdom, they gave to 
secure a more perfect union for their posterity. 
Kentucky may go into the Southern Confed- 
eracy, enforced as is a lunatic to an asylum, 
but if you ask her in her sane moments 
when she will consent to a dissolution of the 
Union, the response will come, swelling and 
defiant from the grave of her mightiest dead, 
"Never! Never! NEVER!"

Great Democratic Mass Convention at 
Indian atolis. — We learn from the Now Al- 
bany Ledger that there were from twenty-five 
to thirty thousand of the citizens of Indiana 
at the Democratic State Convention at In- 
diat apolis yesterday. It was the largest as- 
semblage ever convened in Indiana. Every 
section of the Stato was fully represented. 
The people, men, and women came in wagons, 
in the cars, on horseback, and on foot. The 
greatest enthusiasm and the best of feeling 
prevailed. The people arc in earnest, deter- 
mined to maintain the Constitution and pre- 
serve the Union. No expression of sympathy 
for rebels North or South is heard. 

The convention was organized by the ap- 
pointment of Hon. D. W. Voorhees, of Vigo, 
as President; Hon. Robert A. Lowry, of Elk- 
hart, Vice-President, and Jame3 H. Vawter, 
of Jennings, and S. R. Hamill, of Sullivan, 
Secretaries. 

Resolutions were adopted amid great en- 
thusiasm in opposition to the war measures of 
the Administration, in opposition to arbitrary 
arrests an 1 to any infringement of the rights 
of the ] eople by the military, and in favor of 
a restoration of the Union on the bajis of the 
Crittenden resolutions. The speakers who 
havo adrressei the convention thus far arc 
Me em. Voorhees, of Indiana, and Hon. R. T. 
Merrick; of Illinois. The speeches of both 
gentlemen were very emphatic.

R. Marrs for its 
sole Editor, anl in his salutatory he promises 
to condu ct the paper on conservative principles, 
endorses heartily the platform and candidates 
of tl e Union party, and regards the efforts to 
cri| pie the Government by withholling sup- 
plies fiom her gallant sons who are battling 
for its preservation, and fcr the defence of our 
State, a3 praetical treason.

Tenth. That we hail with pleasure and hope 
the manifestations of conservative sentiment 
among the people of the Northern States in 
their elections, and regard the same as the 
earnest of a good purpose upon their part to 
cooperate with all other loyal citizens in giv- 
ing security to the rights of every section and 
maintaining the Union and the Constitution 
as they were ordained by the founders of the 
republic. 

Eleventh. That whenever it becomes practi- 
cable to obtain a convention of all or or three 
fourths of the States, such body should be con- 
vened for the purpose of proposing such 
amendments to the Federal Constitution as 
experience has proved to be necessary to 
maintain that instrument in the spirit and 
meaning intended by its founders and to pro- 
vide ag*inst future convulsions and wars. 

Twelfth. That we condemn and denounce

Ikqendity or a Rbtobtbr.— During the re- 
cent trial at Joliet, Illinois, of the Rev. Mr. 
LTager, of Chicago, for alleged immoral prac- 
tices, the Bishop presiding in the court forbade 
the publication of the testimony. But the 
Chicago Tribune got it somehow, and pub- 
lished it regularly, to the exceeding annoy- 
ance of the court. Since Mr. Hager's ac- 
quittal, the Tribune has revealed the "leak," 
and an amusing revelation it is. It says: 

The iuvestigation was held in the second 
story of a stone building, in a room used by 
the Common Council. The lower story is oc- 
cupied by the Fire Department, and the room 
directly beneath the Inquisition Chamber 
contains the wagons and apparatus of the 
Hook and Ladder Company, also an old hand 
fire engine, named "Eagle." By the intro- 
duction of the large suction hose into the chim- 
ney the (in the lower room), which receives 
the pipe from the immense sheet iron stove 
in the court room above, we were enabled to 
hear most that was said in the court room 
with wonderful distinctness. 



400 Prisoners, 600 norses Captured.

Mcrfiieesboro, May 20. 

Refugees from the country are pouring in 
to-day to escape the rebel conscription, which 
they say is vigorously enforced.

Indianapolis, May 20. 

The Democratic State mass meeting was 
largely attended. D. W. Voorhees was presi- 
dent of the convention, and Merrick and E Jen 
of Illinois, and McDonald, of Indiana, were 
the principal speakers. A good deal of excite- 
ment prevailed during the day, and forty or 
fifty arrests were mad« for carrying concealed 
weapons, shouting for .Teff Davis, fco. Mili- 
tary guards were placed in different parts of 
the city, and patrols in the streets in the vicin- 
ity of the square where the convention was 
held, to prevent disturbances. The speeches 
consisted principally in opposition to the war 
measures of the Administration. Tho Con- 
vention assembled for the purpose of discussing 
grievances, and to petition for their reiress, 
protesting in the name of the Democracy 
against the flagrant and wicked abuse of 
power which placed Vallandigham in prison. 
At 3 I'. M. resolutions were introduced, and 
passed amid great confusion, after which the 
convention immediately adjourned sine die. 
On several trains leaving the city to-night the 
excursionists commenced firing on the Sol- 
diers' Ilome and the houses on the line? of the 
railroad. The military authorities ordered 
the trains stopped, searched the jjassengers, 
and about five hundred revolvers were taken 
and numerous arrests made.

FIRST LEGISLATIVE DISTRICT OF TIIE CITY 

The time is approaching when it will be nec- 
essary for the voters of the First Legislative 
District of the city to choose a representative 
in the General Assembly from that district. 
Ever an important one, the position has become 
one of greater importance than ever before. 
The loyal residents of the district cannot too 
sensibly feel the importance of the subject, and 
should at once address themselves to the deli- 
cate task of making a proper selection.

BUUNSIDK'S ORDElt. 

Headquarters Department op tub Ohio, ) 
Cincinnati, 0., May 16, 18(33. J 
Central Orders No. C8. 

I. At a military commission, which con- 
vened at Cincinnati, Ohio, on the 6th day of 
May, 18C3, pursuant to Special Orders No. 135, 
of April 21, 18G3, current series, from these 
headquarters, and of which Brigadier-General 
Robert B. Potter, U. S. Vols., is President, 
was arraigned and tried, Clement L. Vallan- 
digham, a citizen of the State of Ohio, on the 
following charge and specification of charge, 
to wit: 

Charge — Publicly expressing, in violation 
of General Orders No. 38, from Headquarters | 
^Department of the Ohio, sympathy (or those 
in arms against the government of the United 
States, and declaring disloyal sentiments and 
opinions, wilh theoojectand purposeof weak- 
ening the power of the government in its ef- 
forts lo suppress an unlawful rebellion. 

Specification— In this, that the said Clement 
L. Vallandigham, a citizen of the State of 
Ohio, on or about the 1st day of May, 1863, 
at Mt. Vernon, Knox county, Ohio, did pub- 
licly address a large meeting of citizens, and 
did utter sentiments in words, or in effect, as 
follows: Declaring the present war "a wick- 
ed, cruel, and unnecessary war;" "a war not 
being waged for the preservation of the 
Union;" "a war for the purpose of crushing 
out liberty and erecting a despotism;" "a war 
for the freedom of the blacks aud the enslave- 
ment of the whites;" stating that "if the 
Administration had so wished, the war conld 
lave been honorably terminated months ago;" 
that "peace might have been honorably ob- 
tained by listening to the proposed intermedi- 
ation of France;" that "propositions by which 
the Northern States could be won back, and 
the South guaranteed their rights under the 
Constitution, had been rejected the day before 
the late battle of Fredericksburg, by Lincoln 
and his minions," meaning thereby the 
President of the United States and those 
under him in authority; charging that "the 
Government of the United States were 
about to appoint Military Marshals in every 
district to restrain the people of their liberties, 
to deprive them of their rights and privileges; 
"characterizing General Orders No. 38, from 
Headquarters Department of Ohio, as a base 
usurpation of arbitrary authority," inviting his 
hearers to resist the same, by saying, "the 
sooner the people inform the minions of usurp- 
ed power that they will not submit to such re- 
strictions upon their liberties the better;" de- 
claring that "he was at all times and upon all 
occasions resolved to do what he could to de- 
feat the attempts now being made to build up 
a monarchy upon the "ruins of our free Gov- 
ernment:" asserting that "he firmly believed, 
as he said six months ago, that the men in 
power are attempting to establish a despotism 
IB this country more cruel and more oppres- 
sive than ever existed before." All of which 
opinions and sentiments he well knew did aid, 
comfort, and encourage those in arras against 
the Government, and could but induce in hi3 
hearers a distrust of their own Government, 
sympathy for those in arms against it, and a 
disposition to resist the laws of the land. 

To which charges and specifications the- 
prisouer refusing to plead either "guilty," or 
"not guilty," the Commission directed the 
Judge Advocate to enter on the records the 
plea of "not guilty." 

FINDING AND SENTENCE. 

The Commission, after mature deliberation 
on the' evidence adduced and the statement of 
the accused, find the accused, Clement L. Val- 
}andigbam, a citizen of the State of Ohio, as 
follows: 

Of the spccification'(except the words, "That 
propositions by which the Northern States 
could be won back, and the South guaranteed 
their rights under the Constitution, had been 
rejected the day before the battle of Fredericks- 
burg, by Lincoln and his minions," mean- 
ing thereby the Presidentof the United States, 
and thoso under him in authority, and the 
■words "asserting that he firmly believed, as 
he asserted six months ago, that the men in 
power are attempting to establish a despotism 
in this country, more cruel and more oppres- 
sive than ever existed before"), "Guilty." 

And as to these words, "Not Guilty." 

Of the charge, "Guilty." 

And the Commission do therefore sentence 
him, the said Clement L. Vallandigham, a cit- 
izen of the State of Ohio, to be placed in close 
confinement in some fortress of the United 
States, to be designated by the commanding 
officer of this Department, there to be kept 
during the continuance of the war. 

It The proceedings, finding, and sentence 
in the foregoing case are approved and con- 
firmed, and it is directed that the place of con- 
finement of the prisoner, Clement L. Vallan- 
digham, in accordance with said sentence, be 
Fort Warren, Boston Harbor.

Re-bnlistments. — The New York Journal 
of-Commcrce says the liberal terms offered by 
the Government for the re-enlistment of vol- 
unteers will win unanimous public approval. 
It is not too much to say that one soldier who 
has become toughened to the exposures and 
privations of camp life, and has overcome, by 
- experience, the aversion which the natural 
man feels to the whizzing of bullets and the 
Ecreaming of rifle shots, is worth ten raw re- 
cruits, such as would be obtained in the gen- 
eral haul of a conscription. Of those who 
would be drafted, at least one half would have 
no aptitude for fighting, and would be good 
for Lothing without a year or two of patient 
drilling; and a large proportion would sink 
under the labors which they would sud- 
denly be called upon to perform, and, 
■ after a brief period of useleS3ness, would 
wind .up their inglorious career in some 
Government hospital. It is only tho3e 
who volunteer, who go to the war because 
they are moved by natural impulses to do it, 
that arc healthy and serviceable. In postpon- 
ing the draft, and offering handsome premiums 
for the re-enlistment of dischargee! soldiers, 
the Government indicates its preference fo* 
volunteers over conscripts. The inducements 
offered by the Government may be summed 
up as follows: One month's pay will be given 
in advance, and $25 after the soldier is muster- 
ed into service. A bounty of $75 is due to the 
soldier or bis representatives at the cloBe of 
the' war, or alter an honorable discharge. Reg- 
iments of volunteers returning home will be 
allowed to take their arms and equipments 
along, which will be delivered to the Governor 
of tho State, and reissued to the same men 
when they re-enlist in theii former regiments. 
Officers now going out of service may re-enlist 
with the same rank in their regiments, the nu- 
merical designation of which will be preserved. 
" ™ Be arrangements are highly judicious, 
because they are adapted to maintain the iden- 
tity and prestige of organizations. And, over 
and above all, the State Government gives a 
bounty of $75 to all persons re-enlisting. At 
no time since the war broke ont have the pre- 
miums awarded by the General and State Gov- 
ernments been more tempting. There will 
soon be a large number of trained soldiers at 
leisure- in every city, town and village, who, 
after a week or two of peaceful dullness will 
begin to yearn for the excitement of war To 
them, we feel assured, the Government will 
not have appealed in vain. But far more po- 
tent than all the premiums, would be a decis- 
ive victory An encouraging piece of good 
fortune would bring thousands of old soldiers 
and new ones, too, into the field*

Carrsville letters of the 15th and lGih, to 
to Herald, state that our forces have had two 
or three brisk fights with rebels in that vi- 
cinity, and the tearing up of the railroad 
track was progres3ingT 

Wardrap s brigade of mounted rifle3 have 
arrived there to reinforce our troops. 

A drafted regiment from Pennsylvania broke 
and fled on the first tiro of the rebels on the 
night of the 15tk. The enemy were concen- 
trating, and another heavy attack expected, 
but our troops were ready for all emergencies. 

New York, May 20. 

A Tribune's despatch states that the Gov- 
ernment is disposed to credit the report that 
the rebels have evacuated Vicksburg. 

Mosby, with a few men, turned up near 
Cole's Store on Sunday, got whipped and re- 
treated towards White Plains. 

New York, May 20. 
The Tribune's despatch says that the Sec- 
retary of War has within three or four days 
declared several times what he had concluded 
to construe the $300 clause in the conscription 
to be permission and not mandatory upon 
him, and should ignore it, but the arguments 
which convinced the Secretary and Senator 
Wilson of the correctness of this view, failed 
to convince Solicitor Whiting, whose opinion 
on the question of law is justly valued; nor is 
there any evidence that the President, who 
has heretofore considered the clause binding 
upon the Secretary, concurs in the latter's 
view that its enforcement is optional with 
him. 

It will thus be seen that the government has 
not yet authoritatively decided the question, 
and it is not improbable in view of its exceed- 
ing importance, that it may yet be referred to 
the Attorney General, possibly either in lieu 
of such reference or in addition to it. The 
several members of tho Cabinet may be called 
upon to lay their opinions in writing before the 
President. 

It is understood that the views of the At- 
torney General are diametrically opposed to 
those entertained by the Secretary of War, and 
that he holds that the law obliges the Secreta- 
ry to fix a sum, by the payment of which to 
properly and appointed persons tho drafted 
man may discharge himself. 

The eventual determination of the Govern- 
ment under these circumstances is of course a 
matter of uncertainty.

The Omaha Republican represents the emi- 
gration to Nebraska and the West this season 
as exceeding all former years. 

Alexandria, the place captured by Admiral 
Porter, is the capital of Rapides parish, Loui- 
siana. It is located on Red River, 350 miles 
by water west northwest of New Orleans, and 
150 miles by the course of the river, from its 
mouth. The rebels regarded it as an import- 
ant point. Its capture enabled General Banks 
and Admiral Farragut to form a junction — no 
mean result.

A Washington despatch to tho New York 
Evening Post runs thus: "Differences of opin- 
ions between high officials as to the conduct of 
Gen. Hooker and the affair of the Petcrhoff 
are said to prevail to such an extent as to in- 
terrupt the previous entente cordiale. It is 
believed by many that some important civil 
and military changes are about to take place, 
which will be received with great satisfaction 
by the friends of the Government." 

Under the conscript law, the Provost Mar- 
shals are enjoined to arrest and deliver to the 
United States Marshal any person resisting 
the draft, or counselling or aiding resistance 
to the draft, or counselling any drafted person 
to conceal himself, or in any way disobey or 
dissuade from obedience to the law. On con- 
viction, persons so arrested are to be fined five 
hundred dollars, or imprisonment not exceed- 
ing two years, or both. 

Polish women have always been gifted with 
a certain dash of military spirit; and they are 
manifesting it now. There are many women 
in the insurgent camp taking part in the war. 
Many families, who had sought refuge in Gal- 
lizia at the outbreak of the troubles, have re- 
turned to Poland and joined the insurgents.
